The family doctor, who was attending 
the lecture at the Opera House, was sent 
for and he was much puzzled as to the 
proper course of treatment. 
The only 
remedy thought of, in such cases, except 
that recentiy discovered by Pasteur, is 
cauterization. 
But the very moment the 
doctor caught her eyes he inforiped his 
patient that to cauterize her nose was a 
treatment that she would not think of 
for a moment. 
In the first place it is not 
fashionable to wear a cauterized nose. 
The idea of cauterizing a young lady’s 
nose was more horrible than hydrophobia;

To the im agination the stepm other stands 
out as some one com ing between father and 
c hildren, clouding the joys of home, in tro­ 
ducing strictness and sternness where free­ 
dom reigned before. 
There is no necessity 
o f this picture, yet we a ll see instances that 
justify it. Som etim es in a fam ily a ll ardor 
And im pulse, tho step-mother comes as a 
Stoic o r a religious rigorist, freezing a ll the 
inno cent life around her, conscientiously a t­ 
tem pting high ends by injudicious means,and 
unable to see w hy she fails in her effort. 
Som etim es, on the other hand, she comes to 
relax and dem oralize w ith m erely selfish and 
w o rld ly 
thoughts 
a 
young 
household 
brought up to a high sense of nobleness and un­ 
w o rld ly aims. In an y such case the father finds 
him self almAst helpless; either ho is under a 
glam our of adm iration and sees nothing 
w rong ; or, if he finds out his m istake, ho is 
probably paralyzed by preoccupation, w hich 
takes him aw ay from his home, and keep# 
him toiling for the bread of the fam ily. 
A fte r all, it is the m other, even if that rela­ 
tion be a substituted one, who is close to the 
children ; she has hours w ith them w hile tho 
fath er lias m inutes; and after he has once 
made his choice, change is impossible, even 
though the children suffer. 
Bu t are not these eases, after a ll, the ex­ 
ceptions:’ 
Iak iking at it merely from the 
children's side, it seems to mo that in most 
cases this much-abused step-mother comes as 
a help and a gain. 
It is easy#to si*o her e r­ 
rors and faults. 
The rospoetablo gossips of 
the neighliorhood m ay lie safely reli».*d upon 
for that service. 
But who can estimate the 
perils from which even she m ay have saved 
those children? 
Somelxidy, some woman, 
must care for them. 
It is «often this alone 
that drives the despairing father into a sec­ 
ond marriage to escape tho irregular ho use­ 
hold and the alternate flatteries and cruelties 
o f hired attendance. 
W e see the mistakes of 
the step m o ther; wo do not see the worse 
contingencies from which she has saved 
those children. 
M an y are the instances of 
happy boys who perhaps learned for the 
first time what a borne and a fireside meant, 
upon the arrival of the new mistress of the 
mansion; of fortunate little girls who found 
all their dawning womanhood fostered and 
protected by the gracious kindliness of one 
who was to them a mother in all but blood. 
I talked yesterday with an aged lady who 
can never k«*«*p down her tears at the men­ 
tion of that angel of her youth, of whom she 
w ill never s|n*nk but by tho name of mother. 
I have heard of tw o grown daughters who 
on going to dwell w ith a step-mother car­ 
ried with them their own mother's picture, 
and hung it w ith its face to the w all in their 
chamtier, that tho intruder m ight never see 
it; then within a few weeks they led her into 
the room and turned it round, that she m ight 
look at it w ith them, telling her that her 
svfeetness had conquered.— H arper’s Bazar.

The 
q u ality of the crust m aterially depends upon 
it. 
In the hands of a good cook pure lard 
furnishes a puff paste an inch or m ore in 
thickness, w h ile lard of 95 degrees m elting 
point yields a tough, hard crust, unbreakable 
by a spoon. 
I have purposely had experi­ 
ments made under in y supervision 
with 
lards of various m elting points, apd the rise 
in the crust was exactly proportioned w ith 
the rise of the m elting poirtfc of the la rd em ­ 
ployed. 
It is a noticeable fact that pure 
lard alw ays solidifies w ith a crinkled surface, 
w hile shop lard is p erfectly sm ooth.”— Cor.
